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A Week’s Fighting. 

Just a week ago the, first crash 
of an eéighteen-pound shell awakened 
Dublin to the outbreak of civil war. As 
we write, the streets are still swept by 
snipers’ bullets and machine-gun fire, and 
the centre of the city is the scene of a 
heavy battle. . The events of, the week 
have been full of tragedy, but the 
business-like way in which the Govern- 
ments young troops have tackled their 
hateful job has been a revelation to every- 
body. Their first task was comparatively 
easy; it was after the fall of the Four 
Courts that the worst part of the fighting 
started. The Irregulars, most of whom 
had not been in the Four Courts at all, 
seized various buildings in all parts of the 
city. They held one house in Harcourt 
terrace and another in Great Denmark 
street, nearly two miles apart as the crow 
flies. In between these two positions the 
Irregulars held buildings which com- 
manded nearly every important thorough- 
fare in the city, To-day, after a week's in- 
tensive fighting, the Government’s troops 
have succeeded in dislodging the Irregulars 
from all their outlying strongholds. On 
Sunday they were driven from Moran’s 
Hotel and adjoining posts in the Talbot- 
Gardiner street area. On Monday a wedge 
was driven into their position on the 
Eastern side of Upper Sackville street and 
| Rutland square; and now they hold only 
that block of buildings which includes the 
Gresham, Hammam, Granville, and Crown 
Hotels. he 

The fall of this last stronghold is only 
a matter of time, and, so far as further 
resistance within four walls is eoncerned, 
the Irregulars are in a hopeless case. Last 
night, however, their snipers seemed to 
be particularly active, and to have ex: 
tended their sphere of operation over 
virtually the whole centre of the city. 
Obviously, many of the men who were 
driven from various occupied posts have

Yesterday three distinguished men re- 
ceived honorary degrees from the Univer- 
sity of Dublin. One is the most eminent 
of Canadian surgeons. The others are 
Irishmen who have served their country 
well in the fields of politics and law. 
Both, we are sure, retain high hopes for 
Ireland's future, although the Lord Chief 
Justice m@gurns the ruin of our great 
temple of law, and the appeal of reason, 
which has found no more earnest exponent 
| than the Earl of Midleton, is drowned for 
the moment by the roar of guns. It is 
this same spirit of faith that has made 
Trinity College a serene and powerful in- 
fluence in Irish affairs. From her be- 
ginnings, mote than three hundred years 
ago, she has thrown in her lot with the 
Irish people. Their vicissitudes have been 
hers. She has scorned to seek shelter at 
the cost of any loss of touch with the 
nation as a whole. She has done her work 
quietly .and thoroughly, content to be 
judged ty the country that she loves and 
serves. The work has been interrupted, 
but never for long; and no interruption 
has affected Trinity College's equable 
temper of service. During the Rebellion 
of 1641 elections to Fellowships. and 
Scholarships were prohibited. In 1689 
King James II. seized the College for a 
garrison and sent six Fellows to prison. 
Trinity found & good friend then in Dr. 
Michael Moore, a secular oriest of the 
Church of Rome, whose exertions saved 
thé Library and manuscripts when the 
College was occupied by “ Popish soldiers '' 
and the Chapel was used as a magazine. 
In 1708 “a rebellion raging in the country 
at the usual period for holding the 
examination ” caused the postponement of 
an election to Fellowship. It was held in 
the following October under a special Act 
of Parliament. Six years ago another 
rebellion put the College on its defence. 
Once more it became a barrack, but even 
then it “carried on ' and examinations 
were held within its walls. True to 
tradition, it “carries on’’ to-day. Its 
windows were rattling to the noise of the 
big guns in Sackville street when the 
Public Orator was paying his Ciceronian 
compliments to men who had not crossed 
College Green without some risk. No 
doubt, Trinity College will live to witness 
other changes and chances in the national 
fortunes, Whatever they may be, she is 
ready to share them in her old spirit of 
steadfast and enlightened patriotism. 


Letters and Telephones. 


Except within a steadily decreasing area 
of central Dublin the city’s normal life is 
beginning to be restored. Shops which 
had closed their doors have re-opened 
them. The delivery of foodstuffs is once 
more fairly regular. Business men have 
resumed work everywhere in offices outside 
the danger zone. Indeed, within that zone 
private enterprise still does its best to 
cater for the citizen’s requirements, One 
of the most serious obstacles now to the 
renewed activities of professional and com- 
mercial life is the continued interruption 
of the essential services of the General 
Post Office, Letters are not being collected 
or delivered. The English mail bags 
arrive at Kingstown, but their contents 
do not reach their destinations in the 
city. The private telegram is more or less 
in the nature of a gamble. Thousands of 
people on ithe other side of the Channel 
are waiting anxiously for tidings of their 
friends in Dublin.

CURRAN AND THE 
PRINCE, 


A GEORGIAN ANECDOTE,

In story-telling it is not always advisable to 
act on Hamlet's instruction and “come to 
Hecuba’’; the longest way round is some- 
times the shortest way home. The monkey 
recognised this when he used the cat's paw to 
snatch the chestnuts out of the fire. Accord- 
ingly I begin this yarn with a preamble. 

Charles Mathews, the famous mimic, had the 
good fortune to enjoy the friendship of Curran, 
and had many opportunities of noting the 
idiosyncracies of that great and ugly orator. 
According to Mathews there was only one weak 
spot in Ourran’s armour, his hypersensitiveness 
to public opinion. One or two of the little 


man’s rivals at the bar discovered this vul- 


nerable point, and, now and again, in despera- 
tion, thrust their lances into it. Knowing how 
readily he could be disconcerted by tho inatten- 
tion of his hearers when launching one of his 
forensic thunderbolts, they would hire some 
cteature to stand in a conspicuous 
position in court and punctuate Cur- 
ran’s i ees eee with a series of 
well- whol ed yawns. This never 
failed in its effect. After the second yawn 
Curran’s eloquence disappeared like butter in 
the sun. He would first hesitate, then lose the 
thread of his discourse, and finally sit down 
abruptly.

In 1807, when Charles Lennos, Duke of Rich- 
mond, was Lord Lieutenant, and pursued a 
merry life, he frequently gave his guests at 
Dublin Castle a rare treat, Mathews would be 
invited to make' one of a*dinner party, and 
when the cloth was removed: the Duke would 
rise solemnly and propose several healths one 
after the other, generally those of Sheridan, 
Curran, Erskine, and Lord Ellenborough. To 
each of the toasts Mathews would respond, not 
only mimicking the voice and manner of the 
man for whom he was deputising, but reproduc- 
ing his very. turns of thought and péculiaritics 
of metaphor. This remarkable feat invariably 
had an electrical effect on all those present. 
Hence it is not surprising that Scott 
once he had missed’ the

heard Mathews's imitation oí Curran, 
correcting himself by adding “ but imitation 1s 
hardly the word; it was not so much an imita- 
tion as a continuation of the man.” 

Almost a score of years*‘later Mathews was 
summoned to Windsor Castle to give an enter- 
tainment before. | e FV. and his Court. 
After holding his small, but distinguished, 
audience by the eyes and ears for a solid hour, 
Mathews wound up by eiving imitations of 
Thurlow, hborough, ahsfield, Sheridan, 
and Curran. He noticed that as the distingu:sh- 
ing chatfacterwstics of the first four were 
simulated the ‘King mgnified his sense of the 
tauth of the imitations by vodding his head and 
PY indulgiag occasionally m a hearty laugii. 
(Time was when even those occupying the sea's 
of the mighty were not asnamed to laugh.) 
But, to his t vexation, what he considered 
his masterpiece of mimicry—his imitation of 
John Philpot Ourran—fell flat. Judge of his 
mortification when he heard the King remark 
to Lady Conyngham: “ Strange, very strange; 
I can't see any resemblance to Curran,” 

Shortly afterwards, when Mathews was about 
to take his leave, the King presented him with 
a bejewelled watch with his own portrait en- 
gtaved upon it, and, addressing the entertainer 
in quite familiar strain, said: “ Mr, Mathews, 
I saw by your face you overheard my remark 
to Lady do ham Pray, think no more 
about it. Public opinion has given the palm 
to your imitation of Curran, and before that 
potent farce even monarchs must bow. But, in

Before reaching the landing port on “ the 
other side ” notice is given to all passengers 
regarding the changing of English money into 
Canadian currency on a fixed day, and the 
current-rate of exchange is also notified—land- 
ing cards, which are required to be produced 
at the port of landing, are also supplied to 
passengers. I understand that passports are 
still required for those who are unable to pro- 
duce Army discharge papers. If sailing by the 
C.P.0.8. line from Liverpool to Canada, a short 
stop is usually made at Rimouski to enable the 
pilot to come on board, and all third class 
passengers have to terminate their séa journey 
at Quebec; other passengers sail 
Lawrence River to Montreal, which is reached 
after 15 hours later. For those destined to the 
West (viz., the following provinces: Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and British Columbia), 
it is advisable to make the necessary railway 
arrangements “ on board ship,” and to ascer- 
tain the times of departure of West- 
bound “ railroad cars” (trains). As the trans- 
Continental express takes four days to complete 
the journey from Montreal-Vancouver it will be 
necessary, if travelling first or “ tourist ’’ 
(second class), to book “sleeping reservation ” 
in addition to paying the ordinary railroad fare 
(usually about 3c. a mile “ tourist” and about 
4c. a mile “sleeping reservation e 
Those landing at Quebec can reach Montreal 
by the “railroad car,” and rejoin the other 
passengers there. The emigrant or “ settler ”' 
is compelled to open hia baggage for inspection 
by the Customs at the port of landing, and 
after satisfying the “ officers" that the contents 
are “free of duty,” and making a declaration 
to this effect, is allowed to have same removed. 
A list of “duty free” articles admitted into 
Canada as personal effects, etc., of settlers can 
be seen in the Government offices in England. 
The “hold luggage " is shipped by “ freight 
ears’ to the settlers’ destination, and reaches 
the baggage aigpartment at his nearest. station 
a few days after his arrival, and notification 
sent to the settler’s address.

Newcomers to Canada are on arrival strongly 
advised to ignore inquisitive strangers, who volun 
teer to give so-called ‘“‘reliable”’ information. 
These “ old-timers” are often on the look-out 
for greenhorns or inexperienced people, and 
take advantage of this fact by leving or 
inducing newcomers to part with cash under 
different pretexts. Some of these ‘ strangers ” 
follow this occupation successfully, and it if 
extraordinary how many innocent people fall 
“ for their line of bull” (or are “ fleeced *’). 
A bunch of unscrupulous people in Montreal 
often resort to the device of offering ‘* new- 
comers drugged cigarettes or ‘ doped ” 
drink. This is more common, however, in the 
case of harvesters returning to the East, with 
their summer’s wage in their possession. As 
Quebec province is one of the few ‘ wet” 
rocured. 

ewcomers should, as far as possible, make 
inquiries re dépéts (railway etations), etc., 
only from policemen or railway officials. Pas- 
sengers who prefer comfort on the railroad 
cars (Western bound) are advised to travel 
“tourist ” (second class) in preference to 
“ colonist ”* (third class)—the difference in fare 
is, considering the length of the journey, very 
slight, and the tourist accommodation is not 
usually cramped. 

The nigger attendants “ on board” usually 
investigate any complaints made by passengers 
en route, and are, on the whole, pretty decent, 
civil, and attentive. There is a special “' cook- 
ing apartment” provided on these railroad 
cars, and the necessary utensils are supplied, 
if passengers prefer to do their own cooking 
instead of patronising the dining cars, where 
the prices are pretty hi h. In the former case 
it is advisable to purchase food supplies in 
Montreal before departure, although some 
“ food " or light meals may be obtained in 
some leading dépét restaurant bars (Toronto, 
Port Arthur, Winnipeg, Regina, etc.), where a 
twenty minutes’ stop is usually made, and 
warning of departure of train announced by 
the nigger attendant. : 

As a reference, and for scheduled time cf 
arrival of railroad cars at the different Western 
cities, passengers are advised to obtain a 
C.P.R. “folder ” (time table), which is an 
exceedingly useful book to have in one’s pos- 
session. These are procurable at the different

Con uently, the 
news of the fall of a number o ublican 
atrongholds, and the surrender of their 
garrisons, has been received with great 
relief, Anxiety will not wholly disappear, 
however, until the rebellion in Cork and 
other places in the South has been quelled. 


FREE §TATE AEROPLANES. 


The Evening News says that several fight 
ing air craft, bearing the mafking of the 
Irish Free State, and flown by pilots be- 
longing to the Free State forces, have 
left Croydon for Dublin. The first machine 
to get away, bearing the new markings of 
three. circles—the outer*one green, the 
second white, and the third red, was 4 
Bristol fighting machiné. 

The body of Airman Stanley Rogers, who 
was fatally ‘wounded in a motor lorry in 
Dublin last Friday, has arrived at his 
home in Hornsey. The remains will be 
given a military funeral at Highgate 
Cemetery on Thursday at noon. , 

Questions in the House of Commons were 
run throug’ very ey home: afternoon, 
and there was little in the replies calling 
for notice. The Home Office was asked 
the number of persons of Irish nationality 
arriving at British ports during the spring 
months of.the last three years, and what 
proportion of them came to take up 
definite employment, but could give no 
information on the subject, as the pas- 
senger returns do not furnish these par- 
ticulars. met 

Mr. Churchill stated that the contents 
of the Four Courts included legal, eccle- 
siastical, and testamentary, documents 
dating from the thirteenth century, of 
which scarcely any duplicates existed. Sir 
Maurice Dockrell inquired who was re- 
sponsible for the failure to protect them.

THE GALWAY INCIDENT. 


In an account of the destruction by the 
Irregulars of a Protestant orphanage at 
Galway, the naval officer who rescued the 
ng pe said that the outrage was believed 
to a reprisal for their loyalty. Mr.

When I took up my night's quarters again 
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at La Scala on Monday night, the majority 
of the troops, thoroughly exhausted, were at 
rest. The Metropole was temporarily evacuated, 
and the soldiers from it retired to La Scala. 
Here I shared a “box” for the night with a 
captain, one of those very quiet, keen, broad- 
minded men who form the best type of officer. 

Comparative quiet reigned during the twi- 
light, and the large crowds who were thronging 
O'Connell Bridge did not get much value for 
their danger. At two o'clock the performance 
of the previous night was repeated—only more 
so—armoured cars raking all the Irregular 
positions with bombs and machine gun fire. 
I could not make out any reply, and it would 
seem that ¢o all intents and purposes the 
Irregulars have decamped. 


FORTUNATE PRISONERS. 


Two prisoners were in La Scala, and, if all 
prisoners are to be treated as they were, I 
recommend every one to be captured without 
delay. Every comfort was put at their dis- 
posal; they were provided with officers’ rations 
and no outsider could have detected which were 
the captors and which were the men they had 
under their charge. A wordy political warfare 
went on through the night, and it was interest- 
ing to see that the National troops—mostly 
keen and intelligent politicians—while taking a 
wide and unprejudiced view, yet bated no step 
from their whole-hearted support of the Free 
State. 

In an army whose discipline is not strict and 
training is still deficient, the strong csprit de 
corps of the private soldier renders these aids 
to efficiency almost superfluous. The National 
troops cannot be said to be well disciplined; but 
they are wonderfully united and, considering 
the short time they have been in the army, 
efficient. 


THE LAST ACT.

the last act of the Dublin drama. The bom- 
bardment of the remaining Irregular strong- 
holds has begun.

At every shot the target is covered in a 
cloud of dust, and from the windows of the 
shops in Henry street falls a shower of splin- 
tered glass. The concussion of the explosion has 
already wrecked the chemist’s shop at the 
corner, and every new shell brings down into 
the street Thermos flasks, rolls of films, and 
the miscellaneous assortment which forms the 
show of any chemist’s window. . 

A sniper is paying us attention and has suc- 
ceeded in hitting one man in the head, but not 
seriously. On the covering Lancia his shots 
may be heard spattering, and the opposite wall 
of the old G.P.O. shows white spots clustering 
thickly on parts of the dark stone. 

The gun is firing h.e. common and armour 
piercing shell, Into the breech slips the car- 
tridge. The trail and sights are adjusted, the 
order is given to ' Get ready to fire,” the 
gunner on the left side of the barrel grasps 
the lanyard and with the word “ Fire” the 
lever is pulled back, from the muzzle shoots a 
long red flame, the barrel shoots backwards 
in the recoil, and to the deep diapason of the 
explosion is added the tinkle of glass, the crack 
of rifle, and the fierce “ ha, ha”’ of the machine 
guns. 


BIRTH OF A NATION, 


At first the noise may seem detestable, but it 
assumes a curious fascination as the senses be- 
come steeped in the barbaric resulting music of 
war.

CROWDS WITHIN THE 
DANGER ZONE.

FRIENDLY WARNINGS. 
UNHEEDED. 
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Casualties among the civilian population 
yesterday were heavy. This was largely due 
to the insatiable and utterly futile curiosity 
of the inveterhte -sensation-secking street 
lounger. “There was nothing to see but empty 
streets, while the noise could be heard just as 
well and much mare safely from points well 
out of rifle range of Sackville street.. : 

Every bullet has a billet, and thousands 
rounds have been expended in central Dublin. 
The soldiers are displaying exemplary patience 
when they might well be exasperated and 
have recourse to force to make the people obey 


the order to disperse. 

Those who are obliged to run the gauntlet 
of dangerous crossings to get to their work 
in essential rata ate se vag newspapers, 
without which no check could put on the 
wild rumours which are, in many oases, 
maliciously circulated—are advised and facili- 
tated in every way by the guardians of the 
barriers, who might well be excused if, in their 

rfectly justifiable anger at being hampered 
by the surging crowds who wish to pass merely 
out of curiosity, they refused to listen to the 
legitimate explanations of those people wh 
must get into the danger area. : 

People persisted in collecting at the cofner 
of Westmoreland street and D’Olier street and at 
Fleet street corners. Yesterday evening a man 
was shot dead at the corner of Fleet street 
some minutes after a National officer had 
specifically warned the group to disperse.

IRREGULARS’® RAIDING 
EXPEDITION, 


The Irregulars. who cleared out of Fast Wick- 
low and South County Dublin area from Bray 
last Saturday, have since reappeared in 
different localities. 

On Monday night they descended on. Bray 
from the Enniskerry-Brittas direction in ten 
motor cars. Their first work was an attempt 
to complete the destruction of the police 
barracks. that they had ineffectively fired 
before their evacuation of Bray. 

Since last Saturday the barracks have been 
used by the civil town guard, originated by the 
parish priest, Father Bowden, for the protection 
of property. The guard got out of the build- 
ing with their belongings, and the Irregulars 

oured in a quantity of petrol and set it alight. 
‘he attempt was, however, again e failure. 

Having set fire to the nim sg the Irregulars 
made a rourd of the shopa and seized a 
quantity of foodstuffs. They then made off to 
Erniskerry, where a side of bacon and eeveral 
pound: of butter were taken from Mr. Tallon’s 
shop. They departed in the direction of Glen- 
cree for the mountains. 

Two men whom the Bray town guard had 
apprehended under suspicious circumstances, 
were released by the Irrogulars. 

National troops concentrated a considerable 
force, which moved with a fleet of lorries. 

Bray Post Office was raided by armed men 
shortly before noon. They arrived in the town 
in & motor car, and, having held up the post 
office officials, took all that they could lay 
bands on and made off. 

Shortly after midnight four armed men 
entered Messrs.:-Swaile’s hardware shop, Castle 
street, Daikey, and seized three tins of petrol, 
some files, etc. About twénty other men were 
noticed outside the shop. Earlier the same 
night two armed men ecized a bicycle from a 
gentleman at Sandycove.

The fighting zone uo morning was con- 
fined to the oblong block of buildings bounded 


by Sackville street, East, Findlater place, Mar!- 
borough street, and Cathedral street. The 
strongholds of the Irregular forces were the 
Gresham and Hammam hotels; the Parcels 
Office and other buildings in Marlborough street, 
Most of the premises immediately facing the 
Gresham Hotel were occupied by National 
troops. 

Under the cover of darkness a fierce attack 
was opened by the National forces at about 2 
a.m. It was lod by three armoured cars, which 
‘moved into position from the Nelson colums. 
The gunners appeared to pick out particular 
objectives in the hotels, upon which they poured 
a withering fire, which was occasionally re- 
turned by the garrison. Machine guns were 
brought into operation, while smoke bombs and 
perpen were frequently hurled by the at- 
ckers. Vivid flashes from the guns illumined

kneeling position fired a hail of bullets into the 
building. 

The crowd quickly scattered, and the engage- 
ment was renewed in earnest, Machine guns 
were brought into effective play, but the Ir- 
regulars tenaciously held to their positions, 
which were assailed from various quarters. . 

The sustained attack soon had its results, as 
a white flag was displayed from St, Thomas's 
Church, near the corner of Findlater place and 
Mariborough street. There was grees | a 
cessation of fire, and about thirty men marched 
out and surrendereti. They were quickly sur- 
rounded and disermed, and, having been lined 
up in Cumberland street, were marched away 
under a heavy escort to Amiens street Station. 

At about the same time a white flag was 
hoisted outside the Hammam Hotel, and Ir- 

ulars to the number of fifteen surrendered. 

t was obvious that the enveloping movement 
which was in progress throughout the morning 
was having its effect in rendering the positions 
of the Irregulars untenable. The last of. the 

rincipal strongholds left was the Gresham 
Hotel, around which a cordon was gradually 
being drawn more tightly. 


SNIPERS ACTIVE. 


With the object, apparently, of diverting the 
fire of the troops, snipers in the locality became 
very active, especially about O'Connell Bridge, 
where large groups of spectators had assembled.

National soldiers occupying the Ballast Office 
were thé targets for snipers, who had taken up 
positions on the housetops at Eden quay, and 
in the efforts to dislodge them the clock over 
Messrs. Mooney’s premises was  sevefely 
dam s ' k..

An exciting incident occurred in Sackville 
street when some of the National soldiers lay 
on the roadway and fired several rounds up the 
street. while about half a dozen others advanced 
towards the Gresham Hotel in open formation.

The appearance of lorries containing National 
troops was frequently used by snipers to carry 
on their operations, but in no case was an 
injury reported. 


CHEERS HEARD THIS MORNING. 


The bombardment of the positions held by the 
Irregulars in Sackville street was resumed last 
night by the National troops. The first assault 
was launched at about 8 o’clock, and a heavy 
fire was maintained from the attacking 
lines, more or less continuously, up to 
10.15 o'clock. Bomb and. rifle grenade 
explosions intensified the din. 

umbers of people began te assemble in 
Westmoreland street, D’Olier street, and at 
O'Connell! Bridge to watch operations. Rumour 
had been current in the city during the even- 
ing that the attack was the final one, and that 
the National troops hoped to be in possession 
of the entire street before this morning. 
As the attack progressed the activities 
of snipers were extended towards 
College Green, and apparently to Brunswick 
street. For a considerable tifhe the sightseers 
remained, despite the increAsing danger. Early 
in the night there were two casualties among

From 10 o'clock till 10.30 the firing was in- 
termittent, but before 11 o'’elock the 
bombardment resumed with great 
intensity, heavy guns were 
fired disclosed their presence 
in the vicinity of D'Olier street and O'Connell 
Bridge, and several buildings in Westmoreland 
street bear traces of rifle fire. Bullet marks are 
also visible on the walls of the Junior Army 
and Navy Stores in D'Olier street. By 11 
o'clock Sackville street was deserted, ex- 
cept for the presence of some Red 
Cross workers, and a raking fire was 
directed on the positiona ocaupied by the 
Irregulars. From a post behind the Parnell 
Monument one of the soldiers of the National 
troops threw rifle grenades.

POSITION OF GIftT. 
ORPHANS. 


In the House of Commons, Sir William 
Davison asked the Secretary of State. for 
the Colonies whether he could give the 
House any information with regard to the 
mal-cious destruction by fire of the Protestant 
Orphanage at Clifden, County Galway, at the 
end of last week; whether the sixty boys and 
girls and the staff of the orphanage were now 
in a place of safety; who would be responsible 
for their housing and maintenance, and 
whether he had any information as to the per- 
potrators of this dastardly outrage. 

Mr. Churchill said that information was re- 
ceived late on the evening the 30th June 
that one of the two orphanages at Clifden, 
County Galway, had been destroyed by fire, 
and that the inmates had taken refuge in the 
other orphanage. A destroyer was ordered to 
proceed from -Queenstown to Clifden, with in- 
structions to investigate the facts on the. spot, 
and to remove such of the staff and inmates of 
the orphanages as might appear to be in 
serious peril. 

Two wireless messages had been received 
from tke officer commanding the destroyer, 
which he would read to the House. The first 
was received in London about 10 p.m. on 2nd 
July :—** Boys’ home burnt by order of the 
‘Republican headquarters, as reprisal for 
inmates’ loyalty; no immediate danger to 
lives.”’ . 

The second was received at 2.56 p.m. on 
3rd July :—'' Commanding Officer, Republican 
forces, Clifdtn, ordered inmates to leave imme- 
diately. Train service not available. In view 
of probability of violence, am bringing master, 
one lady teacher, and two children to Hau)- 
bowline.”’ 

A private message, continued Mr. Churchill, 
received — from aulbowline that morning, 
stated that the destroyer eventually removed 
all the inmates, 32 in number, of the burnt 
orphanage, and: that the party had arrived 
safely at Huaulbowline. he senior 
officer on that station had previously been in- 
structed to arrange for the reception of the

ngland. Active arrangements were in tram 
for their accommodation and maintenance on 
arrival.

STREET SCENES. 


Dublin banks were closed yesterday, and will 
remain closed to-day and to-morrow. 

Examinations to. be held by the Department 
of Agriculture for entrance to the Irish Train- 
ing School of Domestic Economy have been 
postponed until next week. College of Science 
entrance examinations have also been similarly 
postponed. 

The staff of the American Consulate left the 
Consulate offices in Sackville street some days 
ago for the Shelbourne Hotel. Yesterday was 
American Indepéndence Day, but there could 
be no particular observance of it in Dublin. 

Fireman Giffney and Seaver, who were in- 
jured at the Four Courts, have now resurned 
duty at Tara street Fire Station. Pireman 
King, who was icjuréd on the sam* octasion, 
is still incapacitated. 

Overhead tramway wires near the Rotunda 
have been broken, and many stréet lamps in 
the same district smashed. 

Capture of Irregular positions in Parnell 
street has resulted in a greater facility for the 
agents 4 of food. Marlborough street is now 
the most dangerous part of the district, with 
the exception, of course, of Sackville streot. 

Many people living in the vicinity of Sack- 
ville street have left their homes. The exodus, 
however, has now been stopped, and the 
National troops move freely among the people. 

Trams were running yesterday from the 
Phenix Park southwards. They, however, went 
no further than the corner of Dorset strect 
and North Froderick street. 

Business was resumed in Dorset street and 
Capel street yesterday. 

Some petrol was seized by Irregulars in 
Kingstown yesterday. The men made a sudden 
incursion in two motor. cars. 

Police constables were ordered off the streets 
of Dalkey on Monday night by armed men. 

Owing to the movement of National troops 
in South County Dublin yesterday a rumour 
was current of a possible fight in the mountains. 
The National troops were concentrated near 
Kingstown before mid-day, and moved out of 
the district in a westerly direction. 

Railway passengers are not now searched af 
Booterstown. The D. and 8.E. Railway main- 
tained a good service between Westland row 
and Bray yesterday. 

Some 60 passengers, of whom quite half 
were women and young children, with much 
baggage, arrived at Kingstown by the mail boat 
yestorday afterngon. 

All was uief in the Ctondalkin area rester- 
day, notwithstanding rumours of movements of 
Irregulars in that area. 

“ Mutineer,” the armoured car captured from 
the Irregulars at the Four Courts, has been re- 
named ' Ex-Mutineer,” and is again on active 
service. 

Farly yesterday afternoon pedestrians in the 
neighbourhood of O'Connell Bridge were ex- 
posed to very sefious danger from snipers. 
George Little, 38, of 22 Mountjoy square, was 
shot through the jaw early in the afternoon. 
His condition is serious. 

Leinster House, the National Art Gallery, and 
the Natione) Museum have been closed. . 

The Conference of Master Builders, which 
was to have opened with a reception at Leinster 
House yesterday, with Mr. John Good ag the 
first Irish President. has been postponed. - 

Barricades were placed across the leading 
thoroughfares on the south sido of the Liffey 
yesterday. At these points. pedestrians were 
searched and vehicles examined. The soldiers 
carried out their duties with exemplary courtesy. 

On Monday evening some excitement was 
caused by the appearance in a field near. Annes- 
ley Bridge of 20 young men who lined “á under 
the shelter of a building and appeared to re- 
ceive some instructions from one of their num- 
ber. Shortly after their arrival two G.N.R. 
chgines steamed towards Fairview. One was 
well protected by sandbags, while the other was 
armoured. The men in the field immediately 
dispersed. About the same time a number. of 
young men gathered mear the Dublin and Wick- 
low Manure Works, also close to Annesley 
Bridge. One was wounded by. a revolver which 
went .oíl in his pocket. a 

Although there is less. danger of a soarcity 
of food than there was in the city during the 
1916 rebellion, a certain amount of distress pre- 
yails, especially in the case of those wage 
earners who have not been able to draw their 
pay. Measures have been taken to relieve the 
situation.

AN URGENT ISSUE.

question of French indebtedness; but from 
causes hitherto unexplained no British Financial 
Mission preceded nor has it accompanied the 
French Mission which will reach New York a 
few days hence. Should this delay give rise 
to amy misconception in the United States of 
the British attitude towards our indebtedness, 
the British Government will only have them- 
selves to thank. 
In reality there can be no misconception. 


“The position of Great Britain in this matter is 


perfectly clear. We have signed a bond and 
we must fulfil it to the letter in such manner 
and by such means as may be most agreeable 
to our creditors. 

Discussion, therefore, can turn only upon: 
ways and means. The sooner those ways and 
means are. discussed and settled, the better. 
Other issues than that of Anglo-American re- 
lations in the stricter sense pend upon the 
settlement of this problem, which is in truth 
the key to the whole problem of Inter-Allied 
war indebtedness, and, indeed, of German 


‘reparations. 


MINISTERIAL CHANGES. 
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SPECULATION IN THE HOUSE. 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :— he impending reconstruction of the 
3overnfhent, which will occur in; the near 
future when Mr. Justice Bray retires, was much 
discussed yesterday by óir Ár" of Parliament. 
The elevation of Mr. Shortt to the judicial 
bench has been talked of for so long that the 
principal future interest in the matter will re- 
late to the date when the transfer is to take 
place. That depends on Mr. Justice Bray, but 
yesterday's announcement in J'Ac Times was 
based on a well-founded belief that his retire- 
ment is imminent. : 

Great interest attaches to the selection of 
Mr. Shortt’s successor at the Home Office, who 
is likely to be Mt. Baldwin, President of the 
Board of Trade, and then as to Mr. ldwin’s 
successor. Unionists view with dissatisfaction 
the possibility of either Sir Hamar Greenwood 
or Mr. MeOurdy going to the Board of Trade. 
But apparently Unionists would raise no ob- 
es to Sir Alfred Mond eect ges | Mr. 
aldwin. Indeed, Unionists would probably 
:select Sir Alfred Mond, of all members of the 
Cabinet, as the Minister best qualified to take 
charge of the Department entrusted with the 
oversight of the country’s commercial interests. 

The principal uncertainty is as to the offices 
which Sir Hamar Greenwood and Mr, McCurdy 
will fill in the reconstructed Ministry. One of 
them may go to the Ministry of Health, but 
the destination of the other has, perhaps, been 
affected by the very early disclaimer by Lord 
Curzon of any intention to retire. Lord Curzon 
is, happily, confident of a restoration to health, 
which will allow him to take up again before 
long, if not at once, the exacting duties of the 
Secretary for Fore en Affaire. The reconstrue- 
tion of the Ministry raay, therefore, affect only 
four offices, 


BERLIN AND THE REPUBLIC. 


SIGNIFICANT DEMONSTRATION. 


For the second time in eight days all work 
has been stopped for half a day in Berlin and 
in many other cities in Germany in order to 
give Socialists and Labour organisations the 
chance of holding mass mectings in favour of 
the Republic, telegraphed T Ae TZ'imes Corre- 
spondent in Berlin yesterday. 

In the afternoon long processions of middle 
and working class men and women were stream- 
ing along every one of the half dosen streets 
which converge towards the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Memorial Church, and there must have been a 
crowd of several hundred thousand collected 
together at the cross reads. It was difficult to 
understand exactly why all these workmen and 
clerks had taken such pains to come together, 
as the bill for the defence of the Republic is 
already before the Reichstag, and is certain 
to get a majority. But, whether the demonstra- 
tion was superfluous or not, it remains a fact 
of great importance that in the capital city of 
Germany a guart.r of a million people should 
think so much of Republican ideals that they 
are willing to spend a hot summer afternoon 
walking the streets in packed crowds.

CONSIABULÁARÍ, 


LORD CARSON AND 
THE NEW BILL. 


A BAD SPECIMEN OF 
LEGISLATION. 


UNFAIR TREATMENT 
OF PENSIONERS. 


In the House of Lords yesterday Lord 
Carson severely criticised the Govern- 
ment’s Bill which makes provision for the 
disbandment of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and for their pensions and allow- 
ances. He described it as the worst spéci- 
men, of legislation that he had ever known. 
Lord Long, the Earl of Mayo, and the 
Earl of Desart supported his appeal to 
the Government for the setting up of a 
Select Committee which would consider the 
best arrangements to be made for meeting 
the hardships of certain classes of Con- 
stabulary pensioners. 


SCOPE OF THE BILL. 
A COMPLICATED MEASURE. 


Viscount Peel moved the second reading of 
the Constabulary (Ireland) Bill, whieh ‘makes 
provision for the disbandment of the Roya! 
Irish Constabulary, end for their pensions and 
allowances, as well as the transference of t 
Resident Magistrates to Northern Ireland. 

Lord Carson said that the Bill was of «4 
most complicated character, and he wished that 
those who were responsible for it had produced 
& measure which could have been understood 
by the officers and men of the Roya) Irish 
Constabulary whom it concerned. The Bill as 
it stood was the worst specimen of legislation 
by reference which he had ever known. It was 
all very well to say that provision would be 
made for pensions and allowances to these dis- 
banded men, but they ought to be able to see ' 
in black and white how they were being 
treated. At present it would take a skilled 
lawyer to make out what awards would be 
made under the Bill. It should have heen 
stated it plain language what nsion they 
woukl have after they had serv 
requisite periods. In the former Acts which 
regulated the pensions of these men the ac- 
counts were passed by the Inspector-General or, 
the Lord Lieutenant, but under the present “ 
Bill the Treasury were to be the «nly people ' 
who were to be consulted in the working out 
of the whole of this complicated system of pen- 
sions, and the police constable who believed 
that he was not being treated fairly was left 
apparently without a remedy... 

That he regarded as a calamity. Those who 
were conversant with these matters knew per-. 
fectly well that, even under the present sys- 
tem, many complaints were made by the officers 
and men of the Force, who thought they bad 
heen unfairly dealt with. The business of the 
Treasury was to cut down expenses as much as 
possible, and certainly these men should have 
some representatives to look after their im- 
terests. Viscount Peel has described the Bil! 
as not only a good one, but as a very generous 
Bill. 
Viscount Peel—I said “‘ not ungenerous.”” 

Lord Carson said that such complicated 
matters as he had referred to should not be left 
to the discretion of the Government or the 
Executive authority for the time being. It 
was said that, in the cases of men compelled 
io remove, the removal expenses would be re- 
paid, and that the Government would pay the 
actual travelling expenses to any part of the 
United Kingdom of any officer who might desire 
to leave: Irelend. That was a misleading 
statement, because it only referred to officers 
who were disbanded under that Bill, What 
would be the fate of a constable who 
found himeeli. stranded in Dublin, and 
who applied for his travelling ex- 
penses ? He would told that 
he did not come into the scheme, becausé he 
had been disbanded before this Bill, and that 
he had better go back and be shot. Those ex- 
policemen and pensioners who by reason of 
having done their duty were placed in such a 
perilous position should be treated in the same 
manner as those men who were disbanded 
under the Bill. What the dishanded men would 
receive should be stated plainly in the Bill, and 
he hoped that the Government would see the 
advisability of withdrawing the measure and 
bringing ib up in a more satisfactory form. 
He was not going back upon anything which 
had been done, but he was doubtful as to the 
propriety of the Government disbanding these 
men before they had an assurance that they 
would be adequately indemnified. The moment 
they had. passed the Bill they had let control 
out of their hands, and they could do nothing 
men.

Now that we have 
changed our policy we will put rou under the 
people who persecuted yon. ou may go 
comfortably home to your business and live 
there in peace and have no more pension than 
that originally fixed. If that was not so. he 
+ ae to know whether it was provided in the 
ball. 

Further, there was the case of the men who 
wished to. fight in the Army, and who took 
their pension on before they went. Ther came 
back to the Force and asked for some increase 
of pension. He was told that neither. their 
Army service nor their service with the police 
was to be recognised by the Government. That 
was ah unwarrantable proceeding. If ther 
put these men into dangerous positions because 
of the Government's surrender of their policy, 
which they were asked to carry out at their 
behest, the least the Government could do was 


Ato declare that they should be properly com- 


pensated by an addition to their pensions 
which they originally ' received, so as to 
bring them up to something like the position 
of those dealt with under the Mill. 
There would, he declared, arise cases of ereat 
hardship which the bill would not deal with at 
all, and what was needed was some proper 
tribunal which would see that euch cases were 
properly and fairly dealt with. The Treasury 
was not the body who should investigate cases 
of that kind, He did implore the noble Viscount, 
even if he insisted on passing this bill in its 
present form, to have a statement, made out in 
one bill condolidatmg these various Acts, and 
making the language in the bill such ag “ he 
who runs may read,” so that be might under- 
stand.what he was to get. i 

He did not think that it was possible for the 
House in Committee to go through the bill 
intelligently, and he asked the Government ta 
send it to a Select Committee, where they couhi 
make full inquiries as to how these men were 
being treated, and could frame a bill in such e 
way that the House, when it came back on 
report, would be able thoroughly to undetstand 
what it was doing. The whole nation desired 
to see justice done to these men, and it was 
their lordships’ duty to see that they were dealt 
with generously, (Hear, hear) -
